FOR  THE  YEAR  1961.

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  19 61  on 
the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  district. 

There  has  been  no  serious  epidemic  illness  during  the  year.  The 
adjusted  birth  rate  was  17.0  per  thousand  live  births,  and  the  national 
rate  was  17.4.  The  corresponding  figures  for  the  death  rate  were  12.6  for 
Whitefield,  and  12.0  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  16.3  per  thousand  live  births,  which 
was  better  than  the  national  rate  of  21.4.  For  the  sixth  year  running, 
there  have  been  no  maternal  deaths. 

There  were  three  new  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis,  but  no  deaths. 

Water  and  milk  supplies  were  satisfactory. 

The  number  of  houses  completed  during  the  year  was  143,  of  which  144 
were  built  by  private  enterprise. 

The  number  of  applicants  on  the  Council’s  housing  list  at  the 
31st  December,  1961,  was  353.  There  were  21  applications  approved  for 
Standard  Grants,  and  work  was  completed  in  respect  of  24  applications. 
Improvement  Grants  are  not  dealt  with  by  the  Council.  There  was  one 
application  for  a  Certificate  of  Disrepair  which  was  granted. 

No  clearance  areas  were  dealt  with  during  the  year,  but  twenty  eight 
houses  were  demolished ' as  individually  unfit. 

Continued  progress  has  been  made  in  the  extension  of  the  smoke  control 
areas.  A  further  Order  was  submitted  to  the  Minister  during  the  year, 
which  was  confirmed  in  February,  1962.  The  number  of  houses  and  buildings 
in  the  Order  submitted  was  394.  The  total  number  of  houses  in  the  smoke 
Control  areas  is  now  1136. 

A  public  inquiry  was  held  in  December  because  of  objections  to  the 
smoke  control  area  scheme.  The  Minister  gave  his  approval  to  the  scheme 
in  February,  1962,  but  it  will  not  become  operative  until  1st  September, 
1962. 
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The  district  continues  to  suffer  from  time  to  time,  from  chemical 
odours  from  the  north  side  of  the  area.  A  chemical  works  in  an  adjoining 
area  erected  a  tall  chimney  which,  it  was  hoped,  would  minimise  complaints; 
unfortunately,  complaints  still  arise  from  time  to  time, 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  in  referring  to  the  impending 
retirement  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  I'ir.  B.  Hodgson,  who  has 
served  the  Council  for  the  past  thirty-three  years.  I  am  sure  that  members 
of  the  Council  and  other  Officers  would  like  me  to  express  our  appreciation 
of  his  loyal  and  devoted  services  during  this  long  period,  and  to  wish  him 
well  in  the  future. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Council  for  their  help  and  advice,  and  the 
staff  for  their  loyal  service  during  the  year.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  thirty-third  Annual  Report  of  the  sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  area  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1961.  The  section 
dealing  with  cleansing  is  for  the  financial  year  ending  31st  March,  1962. 

This  report  will  be  my  final  survey  of  the  work  carried  out  by  the 
Department,  due  to  my  retirement  in  August. 

Many  changes  have  taken  place  since  I  was  appointed  to  the  Council  in 
1929;  particularly  would  I  mention  the  conversion  of  privy  middens  to  water- 
closets,  the  abolition  of  ashpits  and  the  substitution  of  dustbins.  The 
number  of  dustbins  in  use  when  I  first  took  over  as  your  Sanitary  Inspector 
was  approximately  1,300.  The  figure  to  dateis  in  the  region  of  3,500.

There  has  also  been  considerable  activity  over  the  years  in  the  work  of 
slum  clearance .  The  number  of  houses  dealt  with  under  clearance  areas  was  216, 
and  the  number  dealt  with  as  individually  unfit  was  221,  making  a  total  of  437 
houses.  For  a  district  of  this  size,  I  feel  this  reflects  credit  on  this 
Council  in  their  efforts  to  ensure  that  the  residents  of  this  district  are 
properly  housed. 

The  work  in  connection  with  smokeless  areas  has  proceeded  satisfactorily 
since  its  inception  in  I960.  In  December,  a  public  inquiry  was  held  into  the 
Number  3  Smokeless  Area,  as  a  result  of  objections  made  to  the  Ministry  by 
some  of  the  residents.  Nevertheless,  confirmation  was  received  in  respect  of 
the  Order  during  February,  1962. 

I  would  like  to  express  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee,  and  the  Chief  Officers  and  staff  in  general,  my  sincere  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  the  assistance  and  co-operation  shown  to  me  during  my  years  of  service 
as  your  Public  Health  Inspector. 

I  would  also  like  to  record  the  conscientious  and  unstinting  service 
given  by  a  loyal  body  of  employees,  to  whom  my  thanks  are  also  due.

In  accordance  with  the  established  practice,  considerable  attention 
has  been  directed  to  the  duties  in  connection  with  the  inspection  of  houses. 

Satisfactory  progress  has  been  maintained  in  respect  of  the  ten  year 
programme  submitted  to  the  Ministry. 

Two  representations  were  submitted  by  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
in  respect  of  individually  unfit  houses.  One  application  was  received  for 
a  Certificate  of  Disrepair,  and  the  owner  submitted  an  undertaking  to 
carry  out  the  necessary  works. 

It  will  be  observed  from  the  following  table  that  41  houses  were 
demolished  during  the  year.  Difficulty  was  experienced  in  obtaining 
satisfactory  demolition  contractors,  and  much  time  was  spent  in  the  super¬ 
vision  of  the  sites.  In  some  instances,  as  many  as  three  contractors  were 
on  one  site  before  satisfaction  was  achieved. 

Twenty-one  applications  were  received  from  owner/occupiers  in  the  area 
for  Standard  Grants.  This  section  of  the  Act,  is  playing  an  important  part 
in  bringing  about  an  improved  standard  of  living.  The  day  has  long  since 
passed  when  houses  with  bathrooms  and  inside  water-closets  were  considered 
luxurious.  It  is  hoped  that  more  residents  will  take  advantage  of  the 
benefits  to  be  achieved  by  the  provision  of  such  a  grant.

During  the  year,  several  complaints  were  received  of  infestations  of 
cockroaches  and  other  insects.  Appropriate  steps  were  taken  for  their 
eradication. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  THE  FOOD  SUPPLY. 


The  work  apertaining  to  the  food  supply  of  the  area  has  received  every 
attention  from  me.  Food  traders  in  general  have  been  co-operative  in  carrying 
out  suggestions  put  to  them  in  respect  of  improving  the  condition  of  their 
premises. 

I  have,  for  many  years,  drawn  the  attention  of  some  shopkeepers  to  what 
I  consider  to  be  against  hygiene,  i.e.  the  use  of  sawdust  on  the  floor  of  the 
shop.  The  reasons  given  for  its  use  are  well  known  to  all  those  connected 
with  public  health,  and  I  do  hope  that  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  the 
use  of  such  material  in  food  premises  will  be  abolished.

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949* 


Much  time  and  energy  was  devoted  to  this  very  important  branch  of 
the  Department's  work.  The  Council  continued  to  operate  a  free  service 
of  treatment  for  private  dwelling houses .  This  service  is  a  means  of 
bringing  to  the  attention  of  the  Department  any  infestation  of  rats  or 
mice  in  private  dwellings.  Business  premises  are  treated  by  the 
Department  on  request,  for  which  a  charge  is  made.  Some  of  the  traders 
have  contracts  with  private  infestation  companies. 


The  Council’s  refuse  tip  was  kept  under  constant  supervision,  as 
also  was  the  sewage  works.  The  necessary  treatments  were  carried  out 
as  required. 

There  are  two  employees  trained  in  the  recognised  technique  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  and  their  services  are 
available  for  dealing  with  any  infestation. 

SEWER  TREATMENT . 

One  sewer  treatment  was  carried  out  during  the  year,  with  beneficial 
results.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

The  Council  is  a  member  of  the  Manchester  and  District  Regional 
Clean  Air  Council,  and  also  of  the  South  East  Lancashire  and  North 
Cheshire  Consultative  Committee  for  the  Investigation  of  Atmospheric 
Pollution.  * 

The  Council  is  represented  on  such  bodies  by  Councillor  L.  Donn, 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

In  November,  1961,  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  was  appointed 
Chairman  of  the  Manchester  and  District  Regional  Clean  Air  Council.  He 
is  also  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  National  Society  for 
Clean  Air. 

The  second  smoke  controlled  area  came  into  operation  on  1st  October, 
1961,  and  the  number  of  premises  involved  was  S22,  covering  an  acreage 
of  1,360. 

In  July,  1961,  details  in  respect  of  Number  3  Smokeless  Area  were 
submitted  for  the  Committee's  approval,  and  then  confirmed  by  the  Council. 
The  number  of  premises  involved  is  395,  covering  an  acreage  of  189 .  After 
submission  to  the  Ministry,  objections  were  received  from  certain  resid¬ 
ents,  and  a  Public  Inquiry  was  held  in  December.  Confirmation  of  the 
Order  was  received  during  February,  1962. 

Work  is  proceeding  on  the  survey  of  Number  4  Smokeless  Area,  which 
involves  759  premises,  and  covers  94  acres. 

Every  co-operation  has  been  received  from  the  industrialists  in  the 
area.  They,  of  course,  realise  that  a  black,  smoking  chimney  represents 
a  costly  fuel  wastage,  as  well  as  polluting  the  air  we  breathe. 
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STORAGE  OF  PETROLEUM  AND  PETROLEUM  SPIRIT . 


Seventeen  licences  were  granted  for  the  keeping  of  petroleum  spirit 
to  which  the  Petroleum  Acts  apply. 

Two  licences  were  granted  for  the  keeping  of  cellulose  solution. 
Each  licence  is  granted  for  the  period  of  twelve  months,  from  1st  April 
to  31st  March. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICE. 


Collection  and  Disposal  of  Household  Refuse. 

The  subject  matter  of  this  section  of  the  report  deals  with  the 
financial  year  ending  31st  March,  1962. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

Difficulties  have  been  experienced  during  the  year  in  the  collection 
of  refuse,  due  to  depletion  of  staff  caused  by  illness  and  resignations. 

The  recruitment  of  staff  for  refuse  collection  has  been  a  difficulty 
throughout  the  whole  year.  Several  of  the  men  recruited  have  only  used 
the  Department  as  temporary  employment  until  more  lucrative  and  engaging 
types  of  work  have  been  found.

FOOD  WASTE . 


In  the  early  part  of  the  year,  it  was  decided  to  cease  the  practice 
of  a  separate  collection  of  food  waste  as  this  was  found  to  be  uneconomical. 
This  is  a  service  which  was  inaugurated  during  the  early  days  of  the  war 
when  the  need  for  animal  and  poultry  feeding  stuffs  was  in  urgent  demand. 
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DUST  BIN  MAINTENANCE. 


The  scheme  in  the  maintenance  of  dust  bins,  which  was  inaugurated 
in  June,  1950,  has  continued  to  function  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

The  number  of  bins  replaced  during  the  year  was  288,  which  was  80 
more  than  last  year’s  figure. 

The  benefits  derived  from  a  dust  bin  maintenance  scheme  are  many, 
the  main  one  being  the  replacement  of  defective  dust  bins  of  a  recognised 
standard  within  reasonable  tine. 

In  addition  to  the  aforementioned  replacements,  61  dust  bins  were 
sold  privately  to  purchasers  of  new  houses. 


SALVAGE., 

The  present  electric  vehicle  for  salvage  collection,  which  was 
purchased  in  1949,  has  been  found  to  be  of  inadequate  capacity  to  cope 
with  the  work  involved. 

The  Council  approved  the  purchase  of  a  larger  side-loading  vehicle 
which  will  be  used  mainly  for  salvagfe  collection  throughout  the  area. 

No  difficulty  has  been  experienced  during  the  year  in  disposing  of 
waste  materials. 

It  has  been  found,  with  the  advent  of  smokeless  areas,  that  the 
Department  is  having  to  cope  with  more  salvage  material.  To  meet  this 
demand,  the  Council  decided  to  purchase  two  salvage  trailers. 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 

Disposal  is  carried  out  at  Springwaters  Tip.  During  the  year, 
expenditure  was  incurred  in  the  levelling  of  the  tip,  and  provision  of 
more  suitable  covering  material.  It  was  resolved  that  a  mechanical 
shovel  be  purchased  to  ensure  that  the  tip  is  more  efficiently  covered. 

The  use  of  insecticide  powder  is  a  regular  procedure  with  a  view 
to  exierminati on  of  flies  and  other  insects.
